GETTING STARTED 

This A+ Disk is a collection of 17 business, educational, entertain¬ 
ment, and utility programs on the front and back sides of the diskette. 
For your convenience we have included instructions and a brief 
description of how each program operates, on the diskette. 

Most of these programs were written in Applesoft BASIC. Many of 
the programs include Assembly Language subroutines that are loaded 
into the computers memory. The program descriptions indicate which 
files are used for each program. Because some programs write to the 
disk, it is a good idea to make a copy of each side of the disk. (You can 
copy the front and back sides onto a single disk, but you will need to 
cut a notch on the left side of the disk, so the computer can write on 
both sides of the disk.) 

When you start the computer with the A+ Disk in your disk drive, the 
computer automatically runs a program named A+HELLO that shows 
the A+ logo, and after you press the Space Bar, will display the main 


menu. Select the program you would like the computer to run. 

After quitting or exiting from a program, the computer does not auto¬ 
matically display the main menu again but usually leaves you in 
Applesoft BASIC, indicated by the ] and cursor. To display the main 
menu again, either restart the computer by holding down the Control 
key and pressing the Reset key or type RUN A+HELLO and press the 
Return key. 

The program descriptions are formatted for 40 columns with uppercase 
and lowercase letters. If your Apple does not display lowercase just 
print the documentation. (After you choose INSTRUCTIONS from the 
main menu, the program asks if you want to send the text to the 
printer.) The program assumes you have a printer in slot 1.
